With  the  due  and  natural  inter- 
vals, we  may  recur  to  it  year  after  year,  and  it  will  supply  the  same  nourishment  and  the 
same  gratification,  if  only  we  ourselves  return  to  it  with  the  same  healthful  appetites." —

This  bulletin  has  been  prepared  after  consultation  with  instructors  in  the 
various  departments  in  the  College  of  Agriculture,  and  thanks  are  due  them 
for  their  assistance.  The  books  which  are  named  are  reliable  and  readable. 
It  has  not  been  the  aim  to  make  a  complete  list  of  books  pertaining  to  a  par- 
ticular subject,  but  to  name  a  few  good  books  which  the  person  with  an  ordi- 
nary education  may  read  and  understand. 

Most  farmers  do  not  have  many  books  which  are  any  assistance  to  them 
in  their  work.  No  doubt  many  of  them  would  possess  books  dealing  with  home 
and  farm  activities  if  they  knew  which  ones  would  meet  their  needs.  Books 
are  often  purchased  from  agents  and  no  use  is  made  of  them,  and  therefore 
the  owners  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  having  a  few  good  books.  It  takes 
years  to  build  up  a  good  library,  and  the  fact  that  only  a  few  books  can  be 
bought  each  year  should  not  be  a  cause  for  discouragement. 

The  school  is  usually  considered  the  leading  educational  institution  in  a 
community,  but  it  is  not  the  only  agency  of  culture.  The  library  is  an  important 
agency,  but  many  communities  are  without  it.  School  libraries  and  village 
libraries  which  contain  books  of  value  are  desirable  for  every  countryside. 
Such  libraries  should  contain  a  few  of  the  great  books  which  the  worxd  rec- 
ognizes as  such,  a  few  periodicals,  a  small  collection  of  current  literature,  and 
many  books  dealing  with  country  life  in  all  its  phases. 

The  laws  of  Ohio  provide  for  the  establishment  of  county  libraries  when 
certain  conditions  are  complied  with.  Persons  interested  in  a  movement  to 
get  a  county  library  should  consult  their  county  prosecuting  attorney  or  some 
lawyer  concerning  the  method  of  procedure.  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio,  was  the 
first  rural  county  in  the  United  States  to  demonstrate  the  possibilities  of 
county  library  service. 

In  some  communities  a  few  persons  who  are  interested  in  reading  good 
books  have  formed  a  "Book  Club."  Each  member  agrees  to  buy  a  few  books 
each  year.  If  each  person  buys  three  or  four  books  and  then  they  are  ex- 
changed with  other  members  of  the  Club,  each  one  will  read  several  books 
in  a  year. 

Country  people  thruout  Ohio  should  remember  that  a  traveling  library 
may  be  secured  from  the  State  Library,  State  House,  Columbus,  Ohio.  Fifty 
books  may  be  secured  by  some  organization,  such  as  the  school  or  Grange,  or 
by  a  responsible  person.  These  books  may  be  kept  for  6  months  and  then 
returned  and  another  lot  of  books  obtained.  The  only  expense  incurred  is  the 
cost  of  sending  the  books  from  Columbus  to  the  place  which  has  asked  for  the 
books  and  then  returning  them  to  Columbus. 

When  ordering  books  from  the  publishers  it  is  always  advisable  to  ask  for 
the  last  edition.  The  booksellers  in  most  localities  will  be  glad  to  order  the 
books  that  are  wanted  if  they  haven't  them  in  stock. 


The  prices  given  are  those  given  in  the  latest  catalogs  that  were  avail- 
able. However,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  price  of  many  books.  Proba- 
bly the  buyer  will  have  to  pay  the  postage  on  the  book,  and  therefore  it  will 
cost  a  few  cents  more  than  the  price  named  in  this  bulletin. 

Each  person  living  in  the  country  ought  to  be  familiar  with  the  publica- 
tions issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington, 
by  his  own  State  Experiment  Station,  and  by  his  own  State  College  of  Agri- 
culture. Almost  all  these  publications  are  sent  free  to  persons  desiring  them. 
Send  your  request  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the 
publications  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  get 
your  local  congressman  to  ask  the  Secretary  for  the  publications  wanted.  Ap- 
plication made  to  the  Director  of  the  Ohio  Experiment  Station,  Wooster,  Ohio, 
will  procure  their  publications.  A  request  for  publications  sent  to  the  Director 
of  the  Extension  Service,  College  of  Agriculture,  the  Ohio  State  University, 
Columbus,  Ohio,  will  be  promptly  answered.

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The  book  shelves  here  shown  are  very  simple  as  to  construction,  and  when 
completed  make  a  very  satisfactory  and  pleasing  article  of  furniture.  The 
spacing  of  the  shelves  is  found  by  experiment  to  be  about  right  for  filing 
magazines  and  bulletins.  The  sketch  shows  only  the  bare  outline  of  the 
shelves.  There  are  numerous  ways  of  doing  the  actual  work  of  construction, 
which  any  practical  mechanic  will  recognize,  but  very  often  the  tool  kit  will 
limit  the  builder's  plan  of  actual  construction. 

The  rails  at  the  bottom  and  at  the  top  have  a  tendency  to  stiffen  the  case 
materially.   If  the  tools  are  at  hand  to  rabbet  out  the  inside  edge  on  the  back 
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of  the  sides,  the  back  can  be  fitted  more  satisfactorily  and  make  the  case 
much  more  stiff.  Otherwise  the  top  atid  bottom  rails  will  do  the  greater  part 
of  the  bracing. 

The  shelves  may  be  butted  to  the  sides  and  either  nailed  or  screwed  with 
round-headed  screws,  or  they  may  be  housed  into  the  sides  and  blind-nailed. 

All  of  the  material  save  the  back  is   %   inch  in  thickness  and  the  list  is 
as  follows: 

2  pieces  %  inch  by  11  inches  by  3  feet  R  inches. 

4  pieces  %  inch  by  11  inches  by  2  feet  6  inches  if  not  housed;  if  housed, 

2  feet  6%  inches. 
1  piece  %  inch  by  11  inches  by  2  feet  6^4  inches. 
For  the  back  a  piece  of  beaver  board  is  satisfactory  and  not  expensive. 
Two   12-inch  boards   10  feet  long  are  ample  for  the   sides,   shelves   and 
rails.    The  material  may  be  any  good  dry  lumber,  but  for  an  inexpensive  case 
that  will  stain  up  and  finish  well  a  very  satisfactory  wood  is  the  short  leaf 
pine,  a  soft  variety  of  yellow  pine.    If  stained  with  a  good  creosote  stain  and 
then  waxed  no  further  finish  is  necessary. 
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
